“Atthe entrance to.the palace,” writes
the Debats’ eorrespondent, “I was re-
eeived by three personages who spoke
French with ease. They were the
vephew of the valyahd and two of his
aids-de-camp, and T was not a little sur-
prised to heara military band.composed
of voung fellows, playing in a perfectly
acceptable fashion a quadrille from the
‘Cloches de Corneviile,' and also some
French waltzes and oriental pieces,
which the ear must be accustomed to
in order to tiake in thoroughly all the
‘anelancholy tones.

“The next day I was presented to the
valvahd in the same building. He was
so simply elad that T would have had
diffienlty in picking liim out of a crowd
of courtiers that z2eeompanied him, if
1T had not remarked ahut each one of

“Mouzaffer ed-Din is a rood Mnuszul-
man, but he has broad-and liberal ideas.
For 30 yvears he was left almost alone,
shut up, so to say, im Tabriz, the resi-
dence of the heirs to the throne, which
‘he could not leave except with the con-
sent of his father. It is a capital in
which it is difficult to learn much of
the ountside world. Nevertheless, the
prince did his utmost to gei some
Enowledge of the colossal mechanism of
life in Efirope, where he would have
ioved to travel if his father had no? al-
ways refused him permission. His in-
quiring mind constantly went beyond
the frontier to which he was limited.
Ile loves a nomadic life, and he used to
pass the summer season under a tent in
some fresh valiey and near the banks
of a river. He is a magnificeént horse-
man, and when the heat of theday was
over he mernaied a superb Arad steed
and, followed by about 20 horsemen,
galloped over the sandy plain 1o reach
some distant garden: and, when thesun
came near the horizon during that cahin
and fmposina hour in the east, when na-
ture
heantiful colors, he dismounted at the
tep of some hill. Immedialely the
horsemen follow his example. A serv-
ant strétched upon the ground a fine
carpet, and the prince, with his fuce
turned toward Mecea, said his evening
prayer in the surrounding solitude. He
a oreat hunter, and it was in the
chase ‘that he learned to be a great
horseman and a most expert shot. He
loved to hunt the wild sheep in the
rocky mountains and the deep gorges
of the Daba-Baghi, and alse the bear of
the summits of the Sehemd. He trav-
eled from morning to evening on horse-
baclk, passing with intrepidity from one
mountain to another, riding over steep
hills and down dangerous slopes, never
stopping exeepting to take aim at the
flocks of wild sheep which passed along
like clouds. He uses with extraordinary
skill the military rifles of Russia, Aus-
tria and Germany, but he has ‘never
been ‘able to obtain the French ‘rifle,
whith he would have preferred above
all. Tis hunting expeditions, always
wild ‘and dangerous, were often com-
posed of 200 or 300 persons,-and they
often continued for several days. At
home he chats familiarly with the per-
sons of his suite, and walks aboutin nis
gardens, in which he i1s greatly inter-
